referred to at the machinery), falling within Chapter 84 of 
the First Schedule to the Customs Tirlff Act, 1975 (51 of 
1975), when imported into India for the manufacture of 
gelatine capsules, 

2, Tn pursuance of the said Notiflcatlon, the intending 
importers will have to fulfil the following condition :— 

At the time of clearance of the goods, the intending 
importer shall produce to the Assistant (Collector of 
Customs, a certiflcate issued by an officer not lower 
in rank than a Joint Chief ConlroUcr of Imports 
and Exports to the effect that :— 

(i) the importer has excculcd a bond specified in 
this regard by the Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports undertaking to expoit gelatine 
capsules of three timca-the value of the imported 
machinery within a period of five years from 
the date of clearance of- the said machiDcry; and 

(ii) the ioiporter has undertaken to comply with such 
tmtruction 3 as are issued by the Chief Controller 
of Imports and Exports to monitor and enforce 
the fulfilment of the said export obligation. 

3. Accordingly, the intending importers have to execute 
an mdomnity-cum guarantee ,bond^ as per Annexure ‘A* to 
this Public Notice with the regional Ucensinc authority 
concerned before clearance , of the goods through Customs. 
Tlie amount of indemnity-cum-puarantce' bond shall be 

equal to Rs.--- (Difference between the normal 

rate of Customs Duty (including additional duty, Auxiliary 
I>ui 3 % Couhterveilift^ Duty leviable thereon) and the duty 
actually paid for import under - concessional rale of CuS' 
toms duty, as per-tbt aforesaid Notification dated 25th 
May, 1988, paid at the time of importation],

O.S.B. 651 (E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section (1) of section .25 of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 
1962), th^ Central Government, being fiatisfled that it is 
necessary m the public interest so to do, hereby exempts 
950 HS high .speed hard gelatine capsules basic machine 
(hereinafter ref^^rred to as the machinery), falling within 
Chapter 84 of the First Schedule, to the Customy Tariff Act, 
1975 (51 of 1975), when Imported into India for the 
manufacture of gelatine capsules, from 

(a) so much of that portion of the duty of customs 
leviable thereon wiilch.ls specified in Ihe said 
First Schedule m k In tercets of 35 per valorem; 
and 
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(b) the wliolt^ of the additional duty of customs leviable 
thereon under section 3 of the said Customs Tarijf 
Act, 

Subject' to the condition that, at the time of clearance of 
the goods, the importer produces to the Assistant Collector 
of Customs u certificate is^ed by an officer, not lower in 
rank than a Joint. Chief Controller of Imports and Exports 
of the Gcvemmciit of India, to the effect that,— 

(i) the importer ha^ executed a bond specified in this 
regard by tlie Chief Controller of Imports and Ex*- 
ports of the Government of India undertaking to 
export gelatine capsules of three , times the value of 
the imported machinery, within a period of five 
years fi-om the date of clearance of the said machi¬ 
nery; and 

(ii) the Imponer has undertaken to comply with such

(c) That the Importer ^shall faithfully comply with all 
the obligations under the terms and conditions gov¬ 
erning'import and other stipulation including the 
stipulations specified in the Government of India, 
Ministry of Finance (Department of Revenue) 
Notification No. 183188-Customs G.S.R. 651 (B) 
dated 25th May, 1988. 

7. The Guarnnior Bank covenants with^ the Government

(irovernment from the Importer and also expressly 
and irrevocnblv undertake to indemnify to guaran¬ 
tee up to a maximum of Ks.-. 

(ii) That notwithstanding any right, Government may 
have directly against the importer, or notwithstand¬ 
ing any dispute raised bv the Importer in any form, 
the Govftinment^s written demand to the Guarantor 
chall :.1atc ncccvsary details to the Guarantor Bank 
that the uaymcnt is demanded from the Guarantor 
Bank under the terms* and conditions of the afore¬ 
said licence etc. including the terms specified here¬ 
inabove and such above demand by the Govern¬ 
ment '.hall be final and binding upon Guarantor 
Bank, 

Hii) Tliat Ihe Guarantor Bank, shall not be discharged 
or released from this undertaking and the guarantee 
by any arrangement, variations between the Govern¬ 
ment and the Importer, any indulgence to the Im¬ 
porter by the Ooverument with or without the 
consent or knowledge or any alteration in the obli¬ 
gation of the Importer, or any forbearance w’hcthct 
hs to payment, time, performance or othenvisc. 

(iv> That this Guarantee by the Guranto»‘ Bank shall 
remain Vrtlid and in full force until all the obliga¬ 
tions under the aforesaid licence including the 
terms specified above ure July accomplished to the 
full satisfaction of the Government, which satisfac¬ 
tion shall be final and is agreed to be binding on 
Tmportor end Guarantor, and till the said satisfac¬ 
tion reported by the Government to the Guarori- 
tor Bank- 

8. It jointly and ^c\e^ally declared by the Importer and 
tile Guarantor Bank 

(i) That the importer agrees and undertakes to abide 
bv all the penal previsions of the Imports and Hx- 
port PolimvIHand Book of ProccdnrcK, anplicable 
on the date of imports of machinery under the 
aforesaid licence and the date upto which export 
obligation is to be completed as also under the 
Imports & Exports (Control) Act. 1947 and Rules 
framed tbreunder to be invoked against them in 
case of default mav be decided by the Govern¬ 
ment, which decision shall be final and bindipc on 
the Importer and Guarantor. 

(ii) Tliat the- above named Indemnity Bond by the 
Importer and the Guarantee hy the Guarantor 
Bank shall be contimnne: Tndemnity-cum-Guarantee 
and sliall not be discharged bv anv clvmce in the 
constitution of the Importer or of the GuAranfor 
Bank.
